sians have tw enty million, also 
w ell-trained and highly organiz­ 
ed and perform ing excellently at 
the front. 
The farther H itler 
penetrates 
Russia, the w eaker 
and thinner will his supply lines 
and resources become. Russia has 
no appeasem ent policy and add 
to this the strength of the British 
and P an A m erican economic re­ 
sources, it leaves H itler w ith a 
very hard n u t to crack,” contin­ 
ued Dr. Polyzoides. 


H itler Has Long Task 
The m illions of people enslav­ 
ed w ill not be readily absorbed 
into his scheme of things so, all 
told, H itler has a long, difficult 
and expensive procedure before 
him if he cannot make peace, 
which he certainly would like to 
do at the present time. The w eak­ 
ness of G erm any also lies in lack 
of huam n m aterial more than in 
industrial products.” 
Dr. Polyzoides stressed 
very 
strongly the necessity of contin­ 
ental invasion before H itler could 
be conquered, the invasion prob­ 
ably to be through southern E u­ 
rope, and stated th at H itler will 
have to break th e dom ination of 
the seas as “no em pire endures 
unless it has sea control.” 
A long w ar will strain G er­ 
m any to the lim it so he is anxious 
to m ake his peace w hile he is 
still dom inating Europe. 


Tells Effect on U. S. 
The answ er as to how all this 
would affect the U nited States 
w as given by Dr. Polyzoides in 
plain language. He stated th at a 
“victorious 
G e r m a n y 
would 
change the entire economic and 
cultural life of our country. H it­ 
ler would be in a position to un­ 
dersell, regulate, and curtail all 
individual opportunity w ith 
a 
consequent loss of economic, m or­ 
al and spiritual strength. 
“W ithout advocating a w ar or 
definite isolationist policy,” said 
Dr. Polyzoides, "let us prepare 
ourselves for any eventuality so 
th at we may m aintain our free­ 
dom, our own system of life and 
philosophies. 
We are giving co­ 
operation in this crisis in two or 
three im portant ways already, to- 
w it: conscription in 
tim es 
of 
peace and we are 
contributing 
w hatever is asked for defense— 
tw enty billion this year, 
forty 
next.” 


Sounds Optim istic Note 
Dr. Polyzoides closed his very 
factual rem arks on a high note 
of optimism w ith an earnest ap ­ 
peal “to be practical and build 
moral, m aterial and spiritual re­ 
serves which will have the en- 
dorseem nt of all nations; to be so 
w ell prepared as to 
challenge 
forces of evil, no m atter from 
whence they arise; to stand as 
a great A m erican un it to pre­ 
serve the things for which our 
governm ent was established 
so 
th at at the rise of a new daw n 
we m ay be found standing as a 
Beacon of Light for all the w orld 
to view with hope and pride.”

CAM PAIGN TO ERADICATE TUMBLEWEED 


Serious effort to elim inate the obnoxious tum blew eed w hich is 
proving a problem in its m enace to public health as an inspiration 
of hayfever and bronchial irritation has been inaugurated. 
A most 
interesting letter from Philip L. Boyd, who is Palm Springs’ mayor, 
w ritten in a personal and not official capacity, depicts the entire 
situation most phaghcally. His letter is as follows: 


N ovem ber 18, 1941. 


Mr. Roy Medby, Editor, 
The D esert Sun, 
Village. 
D ear Roy: D uring the past two or three years an increasing num ­ 
b er of o ur guests and residents in Palm Springs have suffered the in­ 
convenience of hayfever and bronchial irritation during the m onths of 
O ctober and November. 
Although the pollens of other w eeds may 
be a contributing factor, it is generally agreed that the tum blew eed 


is the m ain offender. 
. . . 
.¡i 
This obnoxious weed has been re-seeding itself each season until 
todav it has spread over w ide areas and seriously m enaces our health 
and dispositions. 
Mild Novem ber nights following unseasoned sum ­ 
m er and early fall rains this year have encouraged th e tum blew eed 
to grow vigorously so that now it covers w ide areas. It is conspicuous 
on m anv vacant lots, in the w ash east of Araby Point, along the 
highw ays and on the airport. 
It is too late to attem p t to destroy 
these w eeds now. W ithin a few days colder nights w ill undoubtedly 
stop th eir grow th and gradually kill the bushes^ forcing them to 
drop th eir seed. 
In the spring, however, this seed w ill start its an­ 
nual life, becoming quite evident as a very sm all bush in June. That 
is the tim e to destroy its poisonous career. 
T here have been several spasmodic attem pts to raise funds to 
finance the eradication of the tum blew eed in this area. 
However, 
there has never been a w ell-organized plan agreed upon. 
City equipm ent can rem ove w eeds from the streets w ithin our in­ 


c o r p o r a t e d limits. 
Private contributions are needed, however, to 
em ploy labor and equipm ent to rem ove the young w eeds next sum ­ 
m er from areas outside the village and from property which the city 
cannot practically clean up. 
A lthough the com plete cost of destroying these w eeds can only 
be estim ated, it would seem foolish to undertake the w ork w ith less 
than F ive H undred Dollars. 
A ln a d y One H undred and Fifty Dol­ 
lars has been raised, and further contributions are solicited to be 
m ailed to me. 
Each contributor w ill later receive a report and an 
-«•counting for all funds received and spent. 
It is hoped that w ithin tw o or three years an annual clean up 
«rill discourage the tum blew eed around Palm Springs and m ake our 
early fall w eeks m ore com fortable for hayfever sufferers.

But they must in­ 
stall their boxes if they wish to 
have their parcel post delivered 
to th eir homes.

And such par­ 
cel post will be delivered right 
to the house or to the box if it 
is sm all enough to be contained 
therein.”

Maurice Libott, local chair­ 
man of the Riverside County Tu­ 
berculosis Association. 
Novem ber 24 m arks the offi­ 
cial opening of th e 35th annual 
Christm as Seal sale in the United 
States. 
Mrs. Libott urges people to use 
their seals on all letters q n d 
packages 
betw een 
now 
and 
Christm as and to m ake paym ent 
for the seals as soon as conven­ 
ient. The seals are one dollar a 
sheet. 
This year’s seal pictures a typi­ 
cal light house throw ing its beam 
of light out over a snow-covered 
world and is painted in rich glow­ 
ing 
colors, 
according 
to 
Mrs. 
Libott. It was designed by Stev- 
an Dohanos, w ell known artist. 
Inspiration for the painting came 
from Dohanos’ experience. 
He 
contracted tuberculosis and 
by 
the light of know ledge spread by 
tuberculosis education, the artist 
was guided back to health and a 
norm al happy life. 
“W atch 
the 
m ail 
for 
your 
seals," advised Mrs. Libott. “If by 
chance we should have overlook­ 
ed you, please get in touch w ith 
us the early p art of next week 
so that w e m ay send you seals. 
We know that all w ant to be­ 
come health soldiers in the life 
saving w ar against tuberculosis. 
Money raised by th e sale of the 
C hristm as seals supports the an ti­ 
tuberculosis program of the R iv­ 
erside County Tuberculosis As­ 
sociation, pointed out Mrs. Libott. 
She added that th e intensive life 
saving w ar against tuberculosis 
has helped cut the tuberculosis 
death rate by m ore than one- 
half since 1930. 
Mrs. Libott stated th a t duing the 
past year the tuberculosis asso­ 
ciation uncovered m any hidden 
cases of tuberculosis am ong more 
than 700 suspects exam ined at 
chest clinics in all sections of the 
county, m ade possible a w ide­ 
spread program of health educa­ 
tion reaching 17,000 children and 
adults w ith sound films, 
talks, 
exhibits and literature. In addi­ 
tion, the association helped fu r­ 
nish the services of a tuberculosis 
nurse 
w ho 
m ade 
nearly 
two 
thousand home visits and pro­ 
vided m any x-rays and tu b er­ 
culin tests. 
The 1940 C hristm as Seal dollar 
was 
budgeted 
as 
follows: 
16 
cents w ent to the California State 
Tuberculosis Association, 5 cents 
to the N ational Tuberculosis A s­ 
sociation, and 79 cents rem ained 
to be used in R iverside county. 
A considerable portion of 
the 


money sent to the state and n a­ 
tional associations is used for tu ­ 
berculosis 
research 
at 
leading 
universities in the U nited States. 
Of the 79 cents of the seal sale 
dollar which rem ained in R iver­ 
side county, 36 cents w ent to pay 
the tuberculosis specialists who 
conducted the chest clinics, part 
of the salary of the tuberculosis 
nurse, the salary of an executive 
secretary who also acts as the 
director of health education, and 
extra office help. 
Seven cents 
w ent to m aintain the association’s 
central office in Riverside, 
10 
cents for health education activi­ 
ties including sound movies, ex­ 
hibits, and literature, 12 cents for 
C hristm as Seals and supplies, and 
14 cents for x-rays, tuberculin 
testing and local problems. 
Eight thousand two 
hundred 
dollars w as raised during 
the 
1940 Seal sale in the county. Peo­ 
ple in th e Palm Springs district 
contributed $650.00.

Colonel Urges 


Men To Join 


State Guard 


Stressing the point th at “if the 
California State Guard is ever 
called out and fails in its task be­ 
cause of lack of personnel, your 
and my business will fail along 
w ith it”, Col. Junius Pierce of 
Mentone, California, commanding 
officer of the fifth regim ent of the 
State 
Guard, 
spoke 
before a 
meeting of the Lions Club W ed­ 
nesday noon at the Palm Springs 
Hotel. 
The 
colonel 
was very 
critical in his condemnation of 
those men in good health who 
claim they are too busy to join 
the State Guard and thus sacrifice 
one night a week for the preser­ 
vation of their state and country. 


D uring the course of his talk 
before the Lions, Pierce explain­ 
ed the organization and functions 
of the State Guard. According to 
the speaker, the California State 
G uard was organized at the re ­ 
quest of President Roosevelt to 
replace the 
California National 
Guard, w hen the latter m ilitary 
group was called into the army. 
It is the 
only 
body of troops 
available to 
preserve the sov­ 
ereignty of the state of California, 
as guaranteed 
in the C onstitu­ 
tion of the United States, and to 
serve at the call of the governor 
in case of flood, earthquake, fire, 
riots, insurrection, 
invasion, or 
other emergency 
too 
great in 
m agnitude to be handled by reg u ­ 
larly constituted 
local authori­ 
ties. 
Any stricken com m unity or 
area in the 
state 
can call for 
guard troops and get them , w ith 
the approval of the governor. In 
no case, however, the speaker ex­ 
plained, can guardsm en be used 
by a comm unity for police duty, 
which job can be handled and is 
the responsiiblity of regularly 
constituted authorities of city and 
county. 


In particular did 
Col. Pierce 
stress the im portance of the State 
G uard in these 
troubled times, 
w hen the nation is fraught w ith 
fifth-colum n dangers from w ithin 
and the possibility 
of invasion 
from without. According to him, 
the poorest excuse of all for not 
joining the State G uard is the 
one given by m any men, th at 
they can’t afford to take tim e off 
from their businesses to serve in 
ease some dire emergency should 
arise. 
In answ er 
to 
this the 
speaker said, "If the tim e ever 
does come w hen it is necessary 
to call out the State G uard to 
protect your homes and business­ 
es, and the guard is found lack­ 
ing, your businesses and m ine 
w ill fail w ith 
it, 
w hether you 
stayed at home to look after bus­ 
iness or not.”
